Warrant  for  Town  Meeting 


(L.S.)  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Enfield,  qualified 
to  vote  in  Town  affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  in  Whitney  Hall 
in  said  Town  of  Enfield,  on  the  eighth  day  of  March 
next,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  on  the  fol- 
lowing subjects: 

ARTICLE  1.  To  choose  by  ballot  to  serve  for  three 
years,  one  Selectman,  one  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds, 
and  one  Library  Trustee  ;  to  serve  for  one  year,  one 
Treasurer,  one  Clerk,  one  Tax  Collector,  one  Highway 
Agent,  one  OVerseer  of  Poor,  one  Police  Chief,  one 
Cemetery  Agent,  two  Auditors  ;  and  to  elect  three  Fire 
AVards,  one  for  three  years,  one  for  two  years  and  one 
for  one  year,  and  such  other  necessary  town  officers, 
ref|uired  by  law  to  be  chosen  for  the  ensuing  year. 
Polls  will  open  at  9:30  A.M.  and  will  not  close  be- 
fore 6:00  P.M. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  author- 
ize the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of 
taxes,  the  sums  so  borrowed  to  be  paid  before  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year,  in  which  the  debt  was  incurred. 
ARTICLE  3.  To  authorize  the  sale  or  lease  of  any 
or  all,  of  such  parcels  of  real  estate  acquired  by  the 
Town  through  Tax  Collectors  Deeds  for  non-payment 
!  of  taxes,  and  any  other  deeds,  and  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  execute  and  deliver,  in  the 
name  of  the  Town,  suitable  deeds  or  leases  of  such 
real  estate  subject  to  such  conditions  or  restrictions  as 
may  be  voted  by  the  meeting. 
ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
the  sum  of  $3,000.00  for  State  Aid  Construction,  to  re- 
ceive the  sum  of  $3,000.00  from  the  State  or  act  there- 
on. 


ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
the  sum  of  $846.53  for  Town  Road  Aid,  and  to  receive 
the  sum  of  $5,643.51  from  the  State. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  the  svim 
of  $400.00  as  required  by  the  State  Forestry  Depart- 
ment, to  be  used  for  the  eradication  of  Blister  Rust. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  or  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $100.00  as  its  contribution  to  the 
Dartmouth  Lake  Sunapee  Region  Association,  or  act 
thereon. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt 
the  Budget  and  raise  or  appropriate  the  various  sums 
recommended  and  posted  by  the  Budget  Committee ; 
or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change 
the  place  of  Town  Meeting  and  other  Elections,  from 
Whitney  Hall  to  the  new  School  Auditorium,  to  take 
effect  at  Town  Meeting  in  1956.  or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  the  sum 
of  $1,000.00  to  be  held  in  Trust  as  a  fund  to  be  used 
by  the  Selectmen  in  any  manner  necessary  to  secure 
a  Doctor  for  the  Town  of  Enfield,  or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
$100.00  from  Bernice  A.  Morse  as  a  trust  fund,  the 
income  therefrom  to  be  used  for  the  perpetual  care  of 
the  Esther  F.  Chase  and  Lillian  R.  Heath  lot  so  called 
in  the  George  Hill  Cemetery. 

ARTICLE  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
$500.00  from  Walter  S.  Bucklin  as  a  trust  fund,  the 
income  therefrom  to  be  used  for  the  perpetual  care  of 
the  Charles  Wyman  Bucklin,  James  Bucklin  and 
Betsey  Ann  Bucklin  lots  in  Mont  Calm  Cemetery. 

ARTICLE  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote,  that,  if 
the  purposes  or  objects,  hereinafter  designated  for 
which  appropriations  for  the  year  1955,  may  have  been 
made ;  have  not  been  fully  accomplished  during  the 
fiscal  year;  then  the  funds  so  appropriated  or  unex'^ 


pended  on  the  unfinished  portion  of  said  object,  shall 
be  placed  in  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund,  dedicated  to  the 
object  of  its  conception,  until  such  time  as  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  acting  as  agents  for  the  Town,  shall 
have  the  opportunity  or  occasion  for  the  fulfilling  or 
completion  of/or  for  the  purposes  or  objects,  for  which 
said  appropriation  was  created. 

The  especially  designated  purposes  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  December  31,  1955,  are  as  follows: 

The  net  earnings  of  the  Town  Trucks  and  also  the 
■Shovel  Loader,  derived  from  Highway  appropriations, 
ior  replacement  purposes ;  Doctors  fund  money ;  any  un- 
expended Highway  funds. 

ARTICLE  14.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Audi- 
tors, officers  or  Committees  heretofore  chosen,  and 
pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 
ARTICLE  15.  To  take  any  vote  or  transact  any  fur- 
ther lousiness  that  may  legally  come  before  said  meet- 
ing.

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REPORT  OF  PLAYGROUND  COMMITTEE 

The  Enfield  playground  program  was  in  operation 
for  a  period  of  seven  weeks,  with  an  average  daily  at- 
tendance of  fifty.  The  playground  director  was  Mr.  Alan 
McLean  of  7\mherst,  Mass.  He  was  assisted  by  Miss 
Carol  Cattabriga.  The  program  was  carried  on  at  Huse 
Park  l)ecause  of  the  construction  at  the  school. 

Swimming  classes  were  held  twice  a  week  at  Cres- 
cent Beach  through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  George  Alafat. 
Bus  transportation  was  provided. 

Two  baseball  teams  were  sponsored  and  money 
from  the  games  was  placed  in  the  general  fund.  The 
Enfield  Midget  team  was  League  champion  this  season. 

An  estimate  for  completion  of  the  tennis  court  was 
recei\'ed  but  because  of  the  expense  involved,  the  com- 
mittee voted  to  discontinue  this  project. 

At  the  close  of  the  playground,  an  Awards  Night 
was  held  at  Whitney  Hall.  Handcraft  articles  were  on 
display  at  this  time.  This  year  printed  certificates  of 
achievement  were  given  and  trophies  were  given  to  the 
outstanding  players  on  both  baseball  teams. 

A  unit  of  swings  has  been  purchased  and  will  be 
set  up  in  the  spring  along  with  the  other  equipment  at 
the  school. 

Much  more  parent  interest  was  shown  in  the  pro- 
gram this  year.  Approximately  100  attended  the 
Awards  Night  and  expressed  their  approval  of  the  pro- 
gram. The  committee  feels  that  the  director  was  ex- 
ceptionally good  and  carried  on  a  well-organized  pro- 
gram.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Enfield : 

I  present  herein  my  first  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  in  Enfield.  Because  of  the  short  time 
that  I  have  been  here,  the  report  is  brief. 

I  am  very  favorably  impressed  with  much  of  the 
work  that  is  being  done  in  the  Enfield  Schools.  You 
have  able,  earnest  and  forward-looking"  teachers.  I  sin- 
cerely hope  that  we  ma}^  be  able  to  retain  them. 

I  am  proud  to  l)e  associated  with  the  Enfield  Schools 
and  with  Supervisory  Union  No.  22.  I  hope  that  I  may 
be  able  to  carry  forward  the  good  work  that  has  char- 
acterized the  schools  under  my  predecessor,  Mr.  Howard 
Mason. 

The  School  Building 

Obviously,  the  biggest  and  best  event  of  the  year 
was  the  opening  of  the  new  addition  to  the  building. 
The  first  and  second  grade  teachers  and  pupils  are  now 
in  delightful  rooms.  Those  rooms  will  certainly  be  con- 
ducive to  good  school  work  and  greater  happiness  for 
both  teachers  and  pupils. 

The  gym,  which  can  also  be  used  as  an  auditorium 
and  cafeteria,  is  an  equally  fine  addition  to  the  school 
facilities.  I  certainly  hope  that  we  can  look  forward  to 
a  very  much  increased  physical  education,  athletic  and 
assembly  program.  I  hope,  too,  that  the  new  kitchen  and 
gym  will  prove  of  value  for  use  community-wide. 

The  addition  has  made  certain  other  desirable  shifts 
possible : 

1.  Because  the  old  1st  and  2nd  grade  rooms  are 

larger  than  the  rooms  they  occupied,  the  5th 
and  6th  grades  have  been  moved  into  them. 

2.  The  clothing  part  of  the  Home  Economics  pro- 

gram has  been  moved  into  the  old  6th  grade 
room,  thus  providing  more  room  and  better 
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light.  The  old  kitchen  will  be  used  for  the 
foods  part  of  the  program. 

3.  The  remedial  reading  has  been  moved  out  of  the 

basement  into  the  old  5th  grade  room,  and 
the  basement  room  thus  vacated  has  become 
a  teachers'  room. 

4.  The  old  lunch  room,  because  of  ease  of  darken- 

ing, is  to  be  used  for  some  of  the  visual  edu- 
cation work. 
Some   further  improvements   that    are   desirable    as 
soon  as  possible  are  as  follows : 

1.  Enlarge    the  present   very   inadequate   shop   by 

cutting  through  into  the  old  lunch  room. 

2.  Provide  a  shower  and  locker  room  for  the  boys 

in  the  old  remedial  reading  room,  and  simi- 
lar facilities  for  the  girls  in  the  old  kitchen. 

3.  Provide  a  better  nurses  room  by  remodeling  the 

storage  room  under  the  old  5th  grade  room. 

4.  Install  unit  kitchens  in  the  old  6th  grade  room 

so  that  the  entire  Home  Economics  program 
can  be  housed  there. 
In  thinking  of  the  above,  however,  we  must  keep  in 
mind  that  Ave  will  very  soon  need  added  rooms  for  the 
grades  and  the  high  school. 

Teachers  Salaries 
The  teacher  shortage  is  becoming  increasingly 
acute,  and  teachers'  salaries  are  continuing  to  rise,  as 
they  certainly  should.  I  am  very  much  concerned  as  to 
whether  the  Enfield  salary  schedule  is  adequate  to  at- 
tract and  retain  good  teachers.  The  following  table 
shows  the  average  salary  for  full  time  New  Hampshire 
teachers  for  the  year  1954-55,  as  compared  with  the  1954- 
55  averages  for  the  Enfield  teachers,  excluding  the  prin- 
cipal : 

State  Average     Enfield  Average 
1954-1955  1954-1955 

Grades  1-  6  (Women)         $3,141.00  $3,031.25 


Grades  7-12  (Men)  3,600.00  2,833.33 

Grades  7-12  (Women)  3,455.00  3,033.33 

As  can  be  seen  from  the  above  figures,  the  ele- 
mentary school  teachers,  grades  1-6,  average  salary  for 
1954-55  is  below  the  state  average.  Two  of  the  ele- 
mentary teachers  are  well  below  the  average.  The  junior- 
senior  high  school,  grades  7-12,  teachers,  and  particularly 
the  men,  are  far  below  the  average. 

When  the  1954-55  budget  was  under  consideration, 
the  teachers  agreed  to  forego  a  request  for  an  increase  in 
the  salary  schedule.  This  was  because  of  the  expenses 
to  be  faced  for  the  new  building.  The  1955-56  budget 
makes  provision  for  a  $100  increase  for  each  step  of  the 
salary  schedule. 

I  sincerely  hope  that  the  increase,  unanimously  voted 
by  the  School  Board,  will  be  passed.  It  will  be  a  step 
in  the  right  direction,  but  will  still  not  leave  Enfield  in 
a  favorable  position  for  competing.  I  believe  that  a  com- 
mittee including  citizens,  representatives  of  the  Board, 
and  representatives  of  the  teachers  should  make  a 
thorough-going  study  of  the  salary  situation  in  relation 
to  Enfield's  ability  to  pay.  Its  recommendations  should 
be  available  to  the  Board  when  it  is  considering  the 
1956-57  budget. 

Added  Teacher  for  the  High  School 

The  principal  of  a  school  of  14  full  time  and  2  part- 
time  teachers,  and  of  366  pupils  should  be  a  full-time 
supervising  and  administrative  principal.  Probably  this 
is  not  now  possible  in  Enfield.  As  it  is,  Mr.  Jordan  has 
every  period,  except  one  and  the  activity  period,  filled 
by  teaching  or  study-hall  groups.  It  is  an  utter  impos- 
sibility for  him  or  any  other  person  to  adequately  super- 
vise and  administer  the  school  under  such  conditions. 

Furthermore,  all  of  the  other  High  School  teachers 
have  full  programs,  some  with  quite  heavy  pupil  loads. 

I  strongly  urge  that  one  teacher  be  added  to  the 
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High  School  staff.  Provision  for  such  a  teacher  is  in- 
ckided  in  the  budget  for  1955-56.  If  such  a  teacher  is 
hired,  he  will  not  only  free  more  time  for  the  principal 
to  use  on  administration  and  supervision,  but  could  also 
take  some  of  the  work  from  the  most  heavily  laden 
teachers. 

Remedial  Reading 

The  remedial  reading  work  being  carried  on  by  Mrs. 
Goodwin  is  paying  dividends.  Last  year  she  worked 
with  about  50  pupils  in  grades  one  through  seven.  This 
year  about  40  pupils  in  grades  one  through  six  are  re- 
ceiving help.  The  number  varies,  for  as  soon  a^  pupils 
are  up  to  grade,  they  go  back  with  their  regular  class. 

Remedial  work  is  of  importance  in  any  school  sys- 
tem. It  is  particularly  important  where  classes  are  as 
large  as  some  of  them  are  in  Enfield.  It  is  quite  gen- 
erally agreed  that  classes  should  not  exceed  25  if  pupils 
are  to  receive  the  desired  individual  attention. 

Conclusion 
I  appreciate  the  pleasant  reception  that  we  have  had 
from  the  members  of  the  P.T.A.  and  from  other  citi- 
zens of  Enfield.  The  teachers  have  been  most  cordial, 
helpful  and  cooperative.  To  you,  the  members  of  the 
Board,  I  express  particular  thanks  for  your  help,  coun- 
sel and  support.

To  choose  Ijy  l^allot  a  Moderator,  a 
Clerk,  and  a  Treasurer  each  to  serve  one  year,  and  a 
member  of  the  School  Board,  to  serve  for  three  years. 

Article  2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors, 
Officers  or  Committees  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any 
vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  3.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  or  Com- 
mittees necessary  for  managing  District  Affairs. 

Article  4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district 
will  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for 
the  salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and 
for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district, 
and  to  authorize  the  application  against  said  appropri- 
ation of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  1:»e  received 
from  the  state  equalization  fund  together  with  othei-  in- 
come ;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the 
balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appro- 
priation, which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the 
town. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  District  will  authorize  the 
School  Board  to  make  application  for  and  to  receive, 
in  the  name  of  the  District,  such  advances,  grants-in-aid 
or  other  funds  for  educational  purposes  as  may  now  or 
"hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  U.  S.  Government 
and/or  State  Agencies. 

Article  6.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  this  meeting.
